forbid evil, and to call to what the righteous predecessors were 
upon in terms of religion and belief, and this cannot be achieved 
except by learning about their statements and their creed, hence 
the purpose of translating this short concise treatise which 
includes the consensus of the righteous predecessors in several 
creedal matters. 


So may Allah show mercy to a slave who speaks the truth, follows 
the narration, holds on to the Sunnah, follows the example of the 
righteous, avoids the people of innovation and leaves their 
gatherings and their talks; (all this) while expecting and seeking 
nearness to Allah and the strengthening of His religion. And our 
success is from no-one but Allah.
